A very sensible suggestion, of interest to taxpay- 
ers, has been made in regard to the vast sums of money 
given annually by the federal government as grants to 
state and local government and to colleges and univer- 
sities. Almost uniformly, these grants are ignored in 
the budgets presented by state and local governments, 
putting them entirely outside legislative policy review. 

Robert C. Brown, Executive Vice President of the 
California Taxpayers’ Association, told a Washington 
gathering of the National Taxpayers’ Conference on 
Federal Affairs recently that such moneys should be 
integrated as a part of the total budget presented to 
legislatures. He cited the fact that while it is known 
that federal grants to California in the last 12 years 
went from $300 million to $3 billion — not including 
some $275 million in direct assistance to individual and 
private entities—they have not been subjected to any 
of the restraints normally insisted upon for other rev- 


enues. 


As an example, federal grants to California state 
colleges in 1965-66 were $13,375,000, with only 10 per- 
cent going through normal state procedures. The bal- 
ance was entrusted to the unregulated administrative 
mercies of foundations set up by the colleges. As 
Brown commented, “This is bad fiscal policy for the 
state and bad budget administration by the colleges.” 

The question, of course, is not so much whether to 
cut federal grants, but how to give the people of each 
state some control over how the money is spent by 


their own institutions.

Chief Ranger at Visalia, 
and the Kiwanis club of 
California Hot Springs 
country has resulted in the 
acquisition ofa fire truck, 

To eventually be housed 
in the Pine Flats area, the 
fire truck and its volun- 
teer fire fighters willserve 
the area from Pine Flat 
to Fountain Springs. 

Heading up the fire de- 
partment is cattle rancher 
Herb Guinn as fire chief, 
Assistant fire chief is 
heavy equipment contrac- 
tor Merrill Bates. Cap- 
tain of the team is Ray 


Spezza, assistant town 
manager of California Hot 
Springs. 


Other officials of the 
newly organized depart- 
ment are Lester Ham of 
the Pine Flats Grocery 
store as treasurer, and 
F, C, ‘‘Jack’’ Abbott, re- 
tired, as secretary. 

Already there is a fire 
crew of nearly 20 men, 
both active and honorary 
members. They present- 
ly are undergoing exten- 
sive training, under the 
supervision of Jerry 
Swartzlander, State dis- 
trict ranger at Fountain

The fire truck is a 1946 
Ford Pumper, once the 
“‘pride’’ of Tulare county. 
It has a 350 gallon tank, 
a capacity of 500 gallons 
a minute, and will lift wa- 
ter from any available 
stream, lake or pool. The 
truck itself was stationed 
at Tulare for a great num- 
ber of years, and then at 
Panorama Heights, 

The non-profit commun- 
ity corporation that is re- 
sponsible for the depart- 
ment is called Pine Moun- 
tain Volunteer Fire Dept., 
Inc, Its president is Guinn, 

Already voluntary con- 
tributions from community 
residents have swelled the 
treasury funds by more 
than $400. But, as Guinn 
pointed out, it will cost 
between $1,000 and $1,500 
annually to maintain and 
operate the volunteer de- 
partment and truck.

of the Holstein breed. 
Practically all of the 150 
head of Holsteins now on 
the Borror ranch trace 
back to this breeding. 
Although up to 100 head 
of Holsteins have been in 
dairy production on the 
ranch through the years, a 
major part of the business 
has been sale of breeding 
etock, with Borror cattle 
going to dairymen through- 
out the United States and 
Canada, as well as to Mex-

most productive in the 
world. And American farm 
production is vital to both 
the domestic economy and 
our international trade. 
Last year farm exports 
earned the U.S. $4.5 bil- 
lion in hard currency. It’s 
very important that the 
government develop poli- 
cies to encourage, not dis- 
courage agriculture.”’ 

Mathias also commented 
on his work with the Re- 
publican Task Force on 
Crime. ‘‘ There is no more 
pressing domestic prob- 
lem than the deterioration 
of law and order. My ac- 
tivities with the Task Force 
on Crime have been par- 
ticularly directed to pre- 
venting juvenile delinquen- 
cy. It’s a lot easier to 
stop a criminal career be- 
fore it starts, than after- 
wards.” 

Mathias summed up by 
saying, “‘It’s been a very 
satisfying experience to 
work with other Congress- 
men from all parts of the 
country. The people want 
a change from the policies 
of drift, indecision, and 
waste, which the country 
has followed for the past 
five years. Next year we're
